ENGLAND'S FOOD SUPPLY. 


And Bow It Might Be Endangered In Cer- 


tain War Contingencies. 


Strong as tho English \vai- fleet is, it 


is very far from being strong enough to 
successfully engage a possible combina- 
tion of fleets and at the same tune pro- 
tect our sea borne food supply. 
If the 


United States and Russia declared war 
with England, thero would practically 
be no food supply left to protect. They 
would keep the immense supplies we 
now get from them at home, and the 
fear of capture or destruction would ef- 
fectually prevent Argentina and other 
neutrals from sending food to us iu any 
sufficient quantity. 


What is wanted is that, instead of 


only a precarious week's supply, we 
should hare stored up in this country 
enough corn to last for at least 12 
months. Experts in the com trade agree 
that there would bo no insuperable diffi- 
culty in gradually accumulating this 
store of com. It would be for experts to 
advise as to the best methods and places 
of storage. 


Perhaps, tho best plan would bo to dis- 


tribute it over the country in magazines 
at the military depots, giving tho mili- 
tary authorities charge of it, but if it 
was in the country and safe it would 
not so much matter where it was. Al- 
though most of our corn is made into 
flour nt tho great ports,- it would not be 
wise, seeing that most of them are GO 
defenseless, to store it there. 


Tho entire control nnd management 


of thia great national store of corn 
should be under some permanent gov- 
ernment department. Although its exist- 
ence could not fail to Imvo a steadying 
effect on tho corn market, it should bo 
outside all speenlativo influences, tho 
price at which it -would be sold, wheii 
necessary to sell it, being fixed by law. 
It would be no sacrifice, in the long 
run, for the country to provide such a 
reserve of food, as it would always bo 
worth its cost. 


Other nations accumulate gold for 


Wo thoukl have a win- 
chest of corn. H we have it, what will 
it do? 


It will give our navy timo to devote 


itself to the crushing of tho navy or na- 
vies opposed toua. It will give us time, 
with our great, resources, to augment 
our fighting fleet to almost any extent, 
and it will give our f arracra time to 
grow three or four rinses as much corn 
and breed u' much'larger quantity of 
cattlo and fiherp than they now do.—

As the Popu- 
lists prefer Mitchell, who is a silver 
man, to the regular Kepublican candi- 
date, it is probable that Mitchell will 
bo re-elected to the United States Sen- 
ate.

forces, Populists and Democrats in the 
Legislature is probable as they are all 
for free coinage.

AGAINST ISSUING BONDS, 


The Senate has passed the bill intro- 


duced by Butler of North Carolina to 
prevent the issue of interest bearing 
bonds. The bill is brief but to th« 
point. Unlike the financial planks of 
the Republican and Democratic pur- 
ties |in the Presidential campaign uf 
189% it cannot be construed one wa; in 
the East and another in tho West. It 
reads as follows: 


The issuance of 
interest bearing 


bonds of the United States for any pur- 
pose whatever without further author- 
ity of Congress is hereby prohibited, 


All the goldbug Senators of both 


parties argued 
against the passage 


of the bill 
They want unlimited 


power given the Administration to is- 
sue bonds and mortgage the country 
to the gold trust. The silver Republic- 
ans and Democrats thought that Con- 
gress could be trusted to authorize an 
issue of bonds when it became neces- 
sary. All amendments offered by the 
gold men were rejected and the bill 
passed by a vote of 32 to 25. 


It now remains with Mr. Reed's end 


of Congress to say whether more bonds 
shall be issued for gold when there are 
millions of available cash in the Treas- 
ury to meet the obligations of the Gov- 
ernment. It is not probable that the 
House of Representatives will pass the 
bill, or that it will give it any consider- 
ation whatever. Though it Tcould pass 
a bill appropriating $76,000,000 of the 
public funds in thirty minutes without 
the formality of reading it, much less 
discussing it, a bill to prohibit the fur- 
ther issuance of bonds without tho au- 
thority of Congress will probably be 
def«ated in less time, the Ways and 
Means Committee reporting against it 
by a vote of 13 to 2. 


HAWAIIAN 
ISLANDS. 


The Legislature in Favor of Annexation 


to tho United States. 


HONOLULU, May 28, (per steamer Ala- 


medal.—The funeral of Kate Field, who 
died on the 19tb, was held the 20th. The 
body was embalmed and placed in a 
temporary vault ponding instructions 
from Consul General Mills of Chicago. 
It is understood that Miss Field said if 
she died in Honolulu she wished h 
remains buried beside John Brown at 
North Elba, New York. The funeral 
was attended by President Dole, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and many leading 
citizens. She fell sick on the Island of 
Hawaii and started for Honolulu by 
steamer, dying a half hour after the 
steamer arrived of pneumonia.

TO STRIKE Kg. 
BEEVIUJBS. 


Manager Fillinore Restores Black-List- 


ed Men to Good Standing:. 


Two years ago the men employed at 


the Pullman car works near Chicago 
struck work because of a disagreement 
with the Pullman Company. The strik- 
ers were members of the A. E. U., and 
President Debs of that organization, 
called out the members of the order 
throughout tho country. Eailroad men 
on nearly every line refused to handle 
Pullman oars, as they belonged %> the 
company against which the members of 
the A. R. U. had a grievance. The rail- 
road companies refused to'move mail 
trains without -Pullmans. This result- 
ed in a blockade. On many roads there 
were no trains for nearly three weeks. 


The employes, who were not mem- 


bers of the,A. K. U , were willing to 
move trains with or without Pullmans, 
but the A, R. U. men were determined 
that trains with Pullmans should not 
run. The Federal Government, at re- 
quest of the railroad managers, who 
claimed that the strikers were obstruct- 
ing the mails and interstate commerce, 
ordered troops to assist in opening the 
roads. That order practically ended 
the strike and the members of the A. E. 
U. who were actively engaged in the 
strike were blacklisted. 
This com- 


pelled men who were skilled in railroad 
work to seek employment in other pur- 
suits to which they were not accus- 
tomed, and as the strike on the western 
roads was purely sympathetic, tho men 
having no complaint against the com- 
panies, many of them, when too late, 
regietted their action. Thej ascer- 
tained that in many instances those 
who originated the strike at Chicago 
came west and took tho places of the 
discharged strikers in the machine and 
car shops and ns train and section 
men. 


Now Manager FiHmore,of the Sou th- 


em Pacific Compuny has amnestied the 
strikers. He ha-3 issued a circular to 
all division superintendents to send 
the names of those who committed no 
overt act to hiEu and they will be taken 
from the discharge list and placed iu 
good standing so that superintendents- 
will bo at liberty to employ them when 
additional mon are required in any 
branch of the service. 


This order will doubtless have a good 


effect as tnaiiy of tboao who partici- 
pated in the strike admitted that they
